er crash lan ded in a field

after mo st o f its crew mem­ 
bers bailed o u t. At^least two 
men were k illed. 
The wreck age cau gh t fire, 
deto n atin g ammu n itio n in 
th e hu ge craft, th e wo rld’s 
largest lan d-based bo mber. 
Firemen fro m Carswell Air 
Fo rce base here, ho me base 
o f th e p lan e, fo u ght th e fire 
an d warn ed sp ectato rs to 
stan d clear. 
Capt. Robert Anderson, Cars­ 
well information chief, said ten 
men had been seen to parachute 
irom the stricken plane and that 
four men were injured. This plus 
the two dead, accounted for all 16 
men aboard, he said. 
The injured, taken to J ohnson 
county hospital at nearby Cle­ 
burne, 
head 
injuries 
indicating 
they had bailed out. One had a 
broken leg, one an injured back, 
and two sprained ankles. 
J ack Proctor, Cleburne news­ 
paperman, said one of the two 
killed was reported to have come 
in contact with a whirling pro­ 
peller after his chute failed 
to 
open. 
Enveloped in Flamea

crash. 
W. O. Doggett, who farms three 
miles south of the crash on the

“ 1 saw objects falling from the 
plane,” he said, “ but I thought 
they were practice bombs.” He 
said he learned later from a sur­ 
viving crew member that two men 
were killed in bailing out. Dog ­ 
gett said the plane was flj’ing low 
with only one engine operating, 
and headed for Carswell.

The plane crashed about seven 
miles v^’est of the small town of 
Godley.

WITH U.S. NA VA L FORCES 
THE FA R EA ST—(/Pi—T here 
is a road leading from home to 
war — and a road leading back 
from w ar to home again.

Deasy became a Nav y av iation 
pilot at the age of 18 . Eight y ears 
later he is a v eteran of two wars 
As a pioneer Nav y test pilot 
in the cold^ peace that followed 
the last war, Deasy helped check 
the capability of some sev en of 
the 15 jet ty pe aircraft dev eloped 
by the United States.

WASHINGTON. — Some people will hard ly 
believe it, but herewith is a bouquet to my 
old d eep-freeze pal, Gen . Harry Vaughan . 
Ever sin ce the Korean war, 10,000 servicemen 
have been wan d erin g the streets of Washin gton 
with n o place to go an d n on e of the hospitality 
ihown them d urin g World War II. For the n a­ 
tion ’s capital—like a lot of other cities 
hasn t 
realized that with the cold war n ow warm, we 
civilian s ought to shift our hospitality from 
cold to w'arm. 
An ex ception is Gen eral Vaughan , who has 
been quietly raisin g cain with the Treasury an d 
Jess Larson , chief of the gen eral services of 
supply, in ord er to pry loose the old Belasco 
theatre for the use of the American Legion an d 
other veteran s’ groups in en tertain in g service­ 
men . 
The Belasco theatre en joys on e of the most 
cen tral 
location s in 
Washin gton . 
Diagon ally 
across Lafayette square from the White House, 
it is ad jacen t to the old Dolly Mad ison house 
w^here the wife of the fourth presid en t of the 
Un ited States en tertain ed in the early d ays of 
tha republic. But because legitimate theatres 
have .lon g been closed in the n ation ’s capital, 
the Belasco—believe it or n ot—is filled with 
eld govern men t files an d can celed checks. 
An d the Treasury Departmen t, whose files 
are chiefly con cern ed , won ’t release the theatre 
to the veteran s for en tertain men t purposes. 
Mo re Red Tape 
First stumblin g block was a Treasury claim 
that it would cost $20,000 to tran sport the files 
to an other build in g. Whereupon Maj. Gen . T. 
W. Herren , Army comman d er in the District 
o f Columbia, offered to tran sport the files in 
Army trucks, free. 
Then the Treasury came up with a n ew argu­ 
men t—that it would cost the govern men t $75,000 
to fin d other storage space for the files. Further­ 
more, the Treasury wan ts an armed guard to 
be placed over its can celed checks an d it’s more 
con ven ien t to keep a guard over them in the 
Belasco theatre. 
But what Secretary of the Treasury John 
Sn yd er d oesn ’t seem to realize is that $75,000 
a year is chicken feed compared to the morale 
an d morals of lO.d bO youn g American s who 
d on ’t wan t to be away from home, but who in 
•erx d n g their coun try have to be away from 
home, an d n eed some place to relax even in gs. 
Gen eral Vaughan , recogn izin g this problem, 
has d on e his best to cut red tape. But so far 
his frien d s John Maragon an d Joe IMajor seem 
to have been more successful with Jess Larson 
regard in g surplus property in the past than the 
gen eral is n ow regard in g hospitality for service­ 
men . 
Pro tecting the President 
The folks back in In d epen d en ce, Mo., still are 
talkin g about the strict security precaution s 
taken by the secret service d urin g the Presi­ 
d en t’s visit to his home town . It wasn ’t at all 
like other visits, when Mr. Truman casually 
walked aroun d the main streets, wax in g to 
n eighbors an d chattin g with old frien d s. 
Milton Morris, a d eliveryman for the In d e­ 
pen d en ce Ice an d Creamery Co., is on e who 
kn ows how d ifferen t Harry’s visit was this 
time. For when Morris wheeled his ice truck 
in to the parkin g lot at the reorgan ized Latter 
Day Sain t aud itorium where Truman was be­ 
in g en tertain ed at lun ch, he was met by two 
secret service agen ts. An d a n ew method of 
d elivery was set for the iceman that d ay. 
Morris was told to leave his pocket kn ife, his 
ice pick, an d his ice ton gs in the truck. He was 
required to carry the 50-poun d chun k of ice 
to the d oor of the build in g in his arms. There 
the ice was washed —twice—an d then han d ed to 
a worker in sid e the build in g. 
Down at Kelsey’s restauran t on Truman road , 
the route usually taken from the IMuehlebach 
hotel to In d epen d en ce, a few of the town speople 
waited patien tly for the Presid en t’s caravan 
to pass. But his limousin e, followed by seven 
secret service agen ts rid in g in an open car, 
whizzed by a bit in ex cess of the In d epen d en ce 
25-mi !e-an -hour 
speed 
limit, 
an d 
few 
saw 
Truman . 
Ellen , a w^aitress, lookin g out at the seven 
agen ts in the open car, remarked : ‘‘Those guys 
looked d arn cold .” 
An d up on the roof of the Muehlebach hotel 
that n ight, two Kan sas City d etectives, Floyd 
Hylan d an d P>ed Wilson , caught the n ight watch 
from 9:30 p.m. \o 6 a.m. They remarked : “It 
was cold .” 
NOTE—While 
the 
home 
folks 
sympathize 
wd th the n ew precaution s taken to protect the 
Presid en t, they look forward to the time when 
he can be just plain ‘‘H arry” again . 
Phon e Strike 
The Sen ate lab« n -man agemen t suhrommittee 
is rusn in g a report on labor an d strike con d i­ 
tion s in the Bel] telephon e .cy.stem. 
The report will show that uhile .A.merican 
Telephon e an d Telegraph, the mother compan y, 
actually d ictates labor policy for the en tire 
system, the labor un ion is forced to d eal in d e­ 
pen d en tly wd th the local compan ies, an d that 
“careful an d d eliberate wage chaos ex ists in 
the Bell system. There are over 100 d ifferen t 
wage sched ules for the sin gle job of telephon e 
operator in the Un ited States.” 
Startin g 
rates 
for 
telepn 'me 
operators in 


Pen n sylvan ia, Marylan d . West Virgin ia an d thf 
south are on ly $27 a week; yet it take* these 
operators eight years to reach the top rate of 
$36 per week. 
“It is our position ,” the CIO Commun ication s 
of America told Sen ators, “that a wage rate 
of $36 a week for a skilled operator after eight 
years service with the largest an d richest com­ 
pan y in the world is an un reason able an d im­ 
proper wage rate.” 
The committee foun d that skilled telephon e 
in stallers an d cable splicers often make less 
than common laborers. In Newark, N.J., com­ 
mon laborers in the build in g in d ustry are paid 
$2.12 an hour, while the startin g rate for skilled 
telephon e craftsmen is 91 cen ts an hour. After 
eight years, a telephon e in staller still receives 
on e cen t less than an un skilled laborer. Yet the 
Bell system has such a mon opoly on the tele­ 
phon e in d ustry that its skilled wmrkers can n ot 
quit an d go to work for a competitor. 
Sen ators also foun d that the Bell system has 
collected $394,000,000 in rate in creases sin ce 
V-J d ay, con sid erably more than the wage in ­ 
creases paid out. 
Hig h-Riding Sena to r 
Oregon ’s G.O.P. Sen . Wayn e Morse w’as gi^■en 
a surprise birthd ay party recen tly on a plan e 
11,000 feet over Alaska. His two travelin g com­ 
pan ion .^. Democratic Sen . Lester Hun t of Wyom­ 
in g an d G.O.P. Sen . Leverctt Salton stall of 
Massachusetts, smuggled a birthd ay cake on 
board an d prod uced it at the strategic momen t. 
Sin ce Morse is a tee-totaler, they also served 
coffee. 
Howe'X’er, Salton stall n oted they were flyin g 
at 11,000 feet altitud e an d warn ed the Sen ator 
from Oregon : 
“I am goin g to tell the Sen ate I saw you 
plen ty high on your birthd ay.”

man y other fun ction s of the hu­ 
man bod y. 
This column is d evoted to the

When 
the thyroid fails en tirely to man u­ 
facture its hormon e in in fan cy 
an d early child hood , the result is

cretin ism. A cretin d oes n ot grox v 
n ormally, an d is seriously un d er­ 
d eveloped . The brain of a cretin 
also fails to mature n ormally. 
If the d iagn osis of this con d i­ 
tion can be mad e early en ough, 
thyrod i ex tract obtain ed from the 
glan d s of an imals can be given as 
a substitute for the n ormal hor­ 
mon e, an d this will brin g about 
good rcsult.s. 
Fort » n atcly, creti­
